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Continuation of 2. NOTE: A new issue would be raised as to the meaning of "selectively rotating" as proposed to be recited in claims 1 
and 6. It is believed that Applicants' disclosed structure rotates all of the wavelengths within a continuous band to some extent, and that 
only selected wavelengths are rotated sufficiently to pass through the analyzer. Since the structure of Matsushita, et al (U.S. 
2002/0063941 A1) is believed to behave in this same manner, it is not clear how the amendment of claims 1 and 6 would distinguish 
over the prior art. Even if it were shown that such an amendment distinguishes over the prior art, further search would be required to 
determine whether the function of "selectively rotating" is to be found elsewhere In the art. Although the disclosed Invention has 
distinguishing structural characteristics, such features are not yet proposed to be included in the claims . 
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
